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INSTITUTE  OF  MARINE  BIO-MEDICAL 
RESEARCH 


The  Institute  of  Marine  Bio-  Medical  Re- 
search bases  its  operations  in  a  modern  labora- 
tory located  near  Wrightsville  Beach  .  Its  activi- 
ties center  around  a  program  of  research,  and  in- 
struction by  research  participation,  focusing  up- 
on a  variety  of  physiological  problems  in  the  ma- 
rine environment.  The  Institute  has  achieved 
worldwide  recognition  for  studies  in  high-  pres- 
sure physiology  and  in  the  simulation  of  deep- 
ocean  environments. 

its  facilities  include  a  unique  system  of  deep- 
ocean  simulators  capable  of  reproducing  environ- 
ments down  to  those  prevailing  at  35,000  feet, 
as  well  as  specialized  equipment  for  the  study  of 
the  effects  of  high  pressures  on  both  experimental 
animals  and  man . 

In  operations  at  sea,  the  Institute  has  pio- 
neered in  the  use  of  wet  submersibles,  in  the  in- 
vestigations concerning  chemical  control  of  be- 
havior in  invertebrates,  and  in  the  capture  of 
deep-  sea  fauna  for  experimental  study. 

Many  students  in  the  UNC-  W  Marine  Science 
program  benefit  from  the  facilities  offered  by  the 
Institute.
